Richmond Hil (20:11 population 185,544) sa town located in Southern Ontario, inthe central portion of York Region and is 
partof the Greater Toronto Avea, being located about halfway between Toronto and Lake Simcoe. Once considered the "Rose 
[Capital of the World’, Richmond Hil has in recent years seen a huge ponulaion upsurge, baing Canada’s fastest-growing 
[community in the 1990s. The town is home tothe world-renowned David Duniap Observatory telescope. The towns motto is 
En la rose, je leurs (French for “Like the rose, | uri) reflecting either the moto ofthe Duke of Richmond, or the fact that 
the town was a contre of rose-growing inthe eary 20th century. At that time, twas known as the "Rose Capita” of Canada. A 
move cecent motto for Richmond Hillis A fitle north, aitle nicer.
